Planners forced to find more building sites 


HONES PLAN 

ADDS 2,000 


THOUSANDS of new homes 
could be built in Banbury under 
new plans put forward by 
Cherwell District Council. 

The council has finalised a revised 
version of its Local Plan - a planning 
policy document that outlines future 
development in the area - which 
was originally submitted in January. 

The new civic blueprint, released 
on Friday, suggests 7,323 homes 
should be built in Banbury - an 
increase of about 2,000. 

Cherwell officers reviewed 200 
possible future building sites which 
they had initially dismissed and 300 
more have been suggested by land 
owners for development. 

Councils across Oxfordshire were 
stunned earlier this year after the 
Government's Strategic Housing 
Market Assessment claimed the 
county needed 100,000 new homes 
to be built by 2031. 

This was an increase of more than 
45,000 on previous figures. 

Cherwell has been told 22,800 
homes must be built by 2031 - 
about 4,000 more than they 
originally thought. To try to meet this 
figure, Salt Way West could get 150 
homes, Salt Way East 1,345, Drayton 
Lodge Farm 250 and Higham Way 
150. 

Extra homes have also been 
added to possible developments at 
Canalside, Bankside Phase Two, 
North Hanwell Fields and Bolton 
Road. 

Canalside may get 700 houses, 
Bankside 600, North Hanwell Fields 
544 and Bolton Road 200. 

Previously Cherwell planners had 
rejected plans for housing around 
Salt Way and Bloxham Road saying 
it was a "green buffer zone". 

They had also opposed a 
suggested development of 1,000 
houses proposed by Gallacher 
Estate, which was withdrawn by the 
company at the last minute in 2013. 

Cherwell planning chief Michael

Gibbard said: "Initially the Local 
Plan looked at delivering 16,750 
homes between 2006 and 2013. 
Now we are being asked to consider 
ways to provide 22,800 homes 
between 2011 and 2031. 

"Of this new number, 1,106 
homes have already been built and 
we have granted permission for 
another 6,500. So, in total, we were 
looking for areas to deliver more 
than 15,000 homes - which are yet 
to be built or receive permission." 

Speaking about Salt Way, he said: 
"The required increase in housing 
numbers across the district has led 
to this location being reconsidered 
for development." 

The chairman of Banbury Civic 
Society, Rob Kinchin Smith, said: 
"There is not the demand for 
housing in Banbury as there are in 
other parts of south Oxfordshire. 

"I think this comes about by trying 
to keep Kidlington's village status. 

But that comes at Banbury's expense 
and it is not sustainable. It is adding 
a whole new town on to Banbury. 
And we will have to add all the 
infrastructure that goes with it." 

Bicester and Kidlington will also 
bear the brunt of the new housing 
quota. 

Bicester will be expected to find 
room for another 10,114 homes and 
Kidlington and the surrounding areas 
5,478. 

There are also plans for Upper 
Heyford to take 2,000 homes. 

It has been decided by the 
council to protect the more rural 
areas of the county. 

Local people are now being asked 
for their views on the new Local 
Plan. 

A consultation exercise will run 
until September 29.

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Family pay 
tributes to 
man found 
dead in car 

THE family of a Banbury man have paid 
tribute to a “devoted” father after he was 
found dead in a car in Cambridgeshire. 

Andrew Leaver’s body was found on 
August 4. 

The 43-year-old was last seen in 
Portway on May 17, after going missing 
from his home in Banbury. 

A family statement said: “We are 
devastated at the loss of Andy, husband 
to Lianne and dad to Joe, Zac and Esme. 
Andy was a hugely committed family 
man who was devoted to his children. 

“He played an active role in all aspects 
of their lives, supporting them in their 
wide range of interests. 

“He and Lianne had been together 
since college and recently celebrated 
their 20th wedding anniversary. 

“As well as being a husband and a dad, 
he was a much-loved son, brother, uncle, 
nephew, cousin and friend. 

“Although Andy’s life was short, he 
touched so many people through his 
music, humour and the active part he 
played in all family relationships. 

“From holidays with extended family to 
summer barbecues and Christmas 
celebrations, Andy was always there and 
to say he will be missed is a massive 
understatement. 

“He leaves a huge gap in the lives of all 
who know and love him.” 

Thames Valley Police launched a 
search for Mr Leaver after he was 
reported missing.

■ We knew nothing of killing - co-defendants 

Pair deny trying 
to help accused 
man to escape 


TWO friends of Will 
Blencowe have denied 
helping him escape 
justice after he fatally 
stabbed teenager Connor 
Tremble. 

Last Friday Bradley Jones 
and Grant Clemens, who 
both deny perverting the 
course of justice, gave 
evidence at Oxford Crown 
Court. 

The prosecution alleges 
they aided Blencowe - of 
Oxford Road, Banbury - on 
February 13 this year after 
he attacked Connor, 1 7, in 
his flat in Fairacres Road, 
Oxford. 

The 21-year-old admits 
inflicting 15 stab wounds. 
The teenager died two days 
later at the John Radcliffe 
Hospital. 

But he denies murder, 
claiming he was acting in 
self-defence and was 
suffering from a mental 
condition. 

Prosecutors say Blencowe 
murdered Connor because 
he was jealous of the 
teenager's relationship with 
ex-girlfriend Aimee 
Harrison. 

Afterwards he met up 
with Jones and travelled to 
Clemens's house in 
Stockwells, Moreton-in- 
Marsh, Gloucestershire, at 
about 9pm. 

From there Blencowe got 
a lift to Stratford-upon-Avon 
with two other friends, 
where he was arrested the 
following day on suspicion 
of attempted murder. 

On Friday, Jones told 
jurors he had no knowledge 
of what his friend had done 
and thought his behaviour

was because of an 
unsuccessful suicide 
attempt. 

He said Blencowe "was 
really quiet, when he tried 
to speak his words didn't 
come out properly". 

Other witnesses have said 
they saw Jones with a bag 
on the evening of February 
13 and the prosecution says 
he gave his friend fresh 
clothes. 

Defence barrister Graham 
Logan asked: "Did you 
provide Will Blencowe with 
clothes?" 

Jones replied: "No. I 
didn't." 

Mr Logan said: "Did you 
have any idea that he had 
been involved in any 
criminal activity?" 

Jones said: "No." 

But prosecutor Richard 
Barton suggested he gave 
Blencowe clothes, arranged 
his transport, looked after 
his mobile phone and 
probably got rid of the knife 
he had stabbed Connor 
with. 

Jones replied: "I did not 
help Will Blencowe do 
anything like that." 

Clemens admitted giving 
Blencowe a jacket and 
trainers but said he had no 
idea what he had done. 

Asked when he found 
out, the 24-year-old said it 
was not until the afternoon 
of February 14, when it was 
"all over Facebook". 

He said: "It was either 
Bradley or Will, they asked 
if I had a spare pair of 
trainers. 

"They said Will had

Shake-up at NHS paymasters 


THE body which decides 
where most NHS cash is 
spent is undergoing a 
management restructure, 
despite having two changes 
at the top since April last 
year. 

Oxfordshire Clinical 
Commissioning Group 
would not comment on the 
restructure as final changes 
have not been made. 

It employs about 100 
people at its Oxford HQ 
and is this year spending 
£635.7m on services like 


hospitals and ambulances. 

A consultation exercise 
began in May "to help 
increase the effectiveness of 
the organisation". 

Chief executive David 
Smith told board members: 
"We are in the process of re¬ 
structuring the management 
capacity and capability of 
the CCG to ensure we are fit 
for purpose." 

Interim director of 
delivery and localities, 
Regina Shakespeare, said: 
"OCCG employs about 100 


people and there is a natural 
level of staff turnover. 

"The restructure has been 
designed to enable us to 
deliver our two- and five- 
year plans to improve health 
services for local people. 

"We are still in the 
process of transitioning to 
the new structure." 

Clinical commissioning 
groups were created on 
April 1 last year in a 
national shake-up aimed at 
putting GPs at the heart of 
funding decisions.

TEACHERS across the county 
spoke of their pride as students 
unopened some record-breaking 
GCSE results. 

At Banbury Academy, 72 per cent of 
students got C or above in English with 
66 per cent achieving those grades in 
maths. 

Emily Gent, principal of Banbury 
Academy, said: "GCSEs are 
qualifications that provide access to the 
next stage of your career and we are all 
very proud of the hard work by 
teachers, students and their families 
supporting the aspirations of our young 
people to achieve their dreams." 

But several Oxfordshire headteachers 
refused to release their official results, 
criticising new Government policy. 

For the first time this year a school's 
position in the league table will depend 
on a pupil's first attempt at an exam. 

While students can still resit an exam 
and improve their personal grade, 
schools cannot count these marks as 
part of their official results. 

But more than a quarter of schools 
which handed in their figures decided 
not to publish their official results - 
instead releasing those that included 
the resit grades.

Another school head said: "You don't 
ask Manchester United to report their 
half-time results."

"This is very much a new regime 
which inevitably makes it difficult to 
make meaningful comparisons with 
results from previous years. 

"However, it is right that the 
Government has focused on ensuring 
GCSEs represent a tough challenge for 
students, as well as the way schools' 
performance is measured. 

"Though we won't have the full 
picture for Oxfordshire until the verified 
results are published in the autumn, it's 
fair to assume that these factors will 
have had a significant impact on results 
here as well as elsewhere in the 
country."

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■ Government plan to serve free food to under sevens is rapped 


Missing cash as schools 
prepare to serve meals 


WITH just a matter of days to go before 
pupils return to school, there is still a 
£300,000 shortfall in the funding for free 
school lunches. 

All state-funded schools will have to start 
serving a hot meal for all pupils under the age of 
seven from the start of term. 

The Government has said that this will save 
parents up to £400 a year in packed lunches. 

But Oxfordshire County Council's education 
head, Melinda Tilley, has labelled the scheme 
"stupid," adding that parents would still have to 
pay for the food. 

She said: "They say it will save parents money 
but who do they think will pay for it through 
tax? It will cost people money, not save it." 

Across the county, 123 primary schools - 53 
per cent - needed new equipment or upgraded 
kitchen facilities to serve the increased number 
of hot meals. 

The Government gave the council £1.47m to 
help, but Mrs Tilley said between £300,000 and 
£500,000 was still needed to complete the work. 

She said: "We don't know yet where the 
money will come from. We can ask schools for 
some but that feels unfair to me. 

"We could also look at the maintenance 
budget but that feels unfair too. It will probably 
have to come from reserves. We don't know the 
full extent of it. "

She said: "Giving all children a hot meal in 
the day is a good idea, but the vast majority of 
children are well looked after and well cared for 
and don't need this. 

"I could have spent it 100 different ways 
which would have been much better for 
disadvantaged children." 

One headteacher said: "The money could be 
better spent. 

"I don't think all of our children need to have 
a free school meal. 

"It's a huge amount of money that could have 
been spent on things they really need." 

But Emma Bolam, who is mother to six-year- 
old Alex Bolam-Hussain, is looking forward to 
the scheme starting. 

The scientist said: "It's great because he tends 
to eat more. 

"The cooked school lunches at school are a 
great alternative to the usual packed lunch. 

"The school gives us a termly menu so we can 
see what our child will be given to eat each 
day." 

She said that now she no longer had to pay £2 
a day for his lunch. She estimates it will save her 
£390 a year. She added: "He seems to be eating 
far better by having cooked school lunches."

Number of county 
jobless falls below 
the 3,500 mark 


ACCORDING to the Office for 
National Statistics, the number 
of Oxfordshire people signing 
on dipped below the 3,500 mark 
for the first time last month, to 
reach 3,402. 

That’s four per cent down on 
the previous month and a drop 
of 43 per cent year on year, 
meaning less than one per cent 
of the county’s population is on 
the dole. 

Unemployment among 
youngsters is still a concern, as 
the number of jobless 18- to 24- 
year-olds in Oxfordshire rose by 
ten people between June and 
July. 

But year-on-year, the picture 
was rosier, with 720 signing on 
in July, down from 1,275 the 
same time last year. 

Government think tank The 
Institute for Public Research 
published a report recently 
highlighting levels of youth 
unemployment. 

It warned there are 868,000 
young people aged 16 to 24 
unemployed in the UK, and 
247,000 of them had been 
looking for work for over a year. 

Nationally, the jobless total 
was 2.08m in the quarter to 
June, down by 132,000 on 



January to March and the 
lowest since the end of 2009, 
giving an unemployment rate of 
6.4 per cent. 

Catherine Coughlan, 
customer service operations 
manager for Oxfordshire 
JobcentrePlus, said there were 
12,000 vacancies across the 
county, including roles in 
catering, retail, security and 
hospitality. 

She said: “The overall 
number of people claiming 
unemployment benefit across 
the county is continuing to 
come down. 

“Numbers tend to go up a 
little in July because of the 
influx of school and university 
leavers but that has not 
happened. 

“As for the 16- to 24-year- 
olds who are out of work, they 
tend to be the ones that need 
help, so we need to work them 
more intensively, so it does 
take that bit longer.” 


NHS helps 
3,600 to 
stub it out 

MORE than 3,600 people in 
Oxfordshire were helped by the NHS 
to quit smoking, new figures show. 

A total of 6,065 people registered 
with the service in 2013/14, of whom 
3,61 6 said they had managed to quit. 

Of these, 2,770 were confirmed to 
have stayed cigarette-free following a 
carbon monoxide test four weeks after 
the completion of their stop-smoking 
course. 

This was compared to 6,279 people 
in the previous year, of which 3,703, or 
58.9 per cent, said they had quit with 
2,721 confirmed by the test. 

The Smokefree Oxfordshire service 
provides nicotine replacement therapy 
- like gums and patches - via GP 
surgeries and also visits local 
businesses. 

The Oxfordshire-wide service is 
funded by the county council's public 
health team. 

The county council's public health 
chief, Hilary Hibbert-Biles, said: "We 
know smoking is both incredibly bad 
for your health and a challenging habit 
to break, so with smokers four times 
more likely to succeed when they get 
support, the role Oxfordshire Stop 
Smoking Service plays is vital. 

"The service has all kinds of ways of 
helping. Many people access it through 
their GP but the group sessions at 
workplaces are a good example of their 
innovative approach."

Butcher tells 
of fury after 
sheep theft 


FOUR lambs were stolen in a night¬ 
time raid on a farm near Chipping 
Norton. 

The three-month-old animals were though 
to have been enticed into a van with sheep 
feed, said owner John Kench. 

Mr Kench, who uses the farm in Hook 
Norton Road to supply his butchers JR 
Kench in the town's High Street, admitted he 
was unlikely to ever see them again. 

The latest incident comes as a spate of 
sheep rustling has seen a rise in rural crime 
nationally. 

He said: "It's part of my livelihood and I 
feel angry because of the amount of work 
and effort I've put into rearing them. 

"I speak to other farmers and there's a lot 
of livestock being stolen in the area - but it 
doesn't get reported because people don't 
think anyone will do anything about it. 

"I'm not expecting to ever see them again 
because they aren't really traceable and 
people could Just kill and eat them." 

Mr Kench, 52, has 40 ewes and lambs at 
his farm, as well as chickens and ducks.

He bottle-fed the four missing lambs - 
worth about £100 each - after their mother 
died at birth and said they would run over to 
him every morning whenever he entered the 
field. 

The father-of-two last saw them on 
Tuesday of last week but he realised 
something was wrong when they were 
missing the following morning. 

He asked neighbouring farmers if they 
had seen them and checked fences for 
damage but only found a feed bucket in the 
middle of the field. 

He said: "They are used to human contact 
so always come straight over to me. When 
they didn't appear I thought something was 
wrong. 

"I counted my flock and found I was four 
short. My field is stock-proof so there's not 
really any way out. 

"I only found the feed bucket, so I think 
someone used some feed from the shed and 
enticed them away. 

"The most annoying 
thing is that I bottle-fed 
them every three or four 
hours - and then 
someone goes and 
pinches them. 

"There were two that 
were particularly good 
and I was planning to 
hold them back for 
breeding use in a couple 
of years' time." 

A report by NFU 
Mutual Insurance last 
week showed the cost of 
livestock theft increased 
by 25 per cent between 
2012 and 2013. 

The rural economy 
was hit by £44.5m last 
year but in Oxfordshire 
the value of crime 
dropped from £1 m to 
£680,000. 

Police are 
investigating the 
incident. 

A police spokesman 
said: "If anyone is aware 
of someone suddenly in 
possession of lambs, we 
would like to know."

Charity boss Catherine MacFarlane said: "I think 
young people are looking at relationships that have 
broken down in the past and want to understand how 
to make it work." 

Ms MacFarlane, 67, who is married with three 
children and eight grandchildren, said: "Marriage 
grows stronger if there is a healthy conflict. 

"A well-managed argument can be a much 
healthier way of working through problems because it 
is not being buried." 

The national charity - which relies on donations - 
has launched a campaign against "disposable dads" 
leaving single mums to bring up children. 

Ms MacFarlane said: "Children should be brought 
up seeing healthy relationships that work, where 
parents have an argument but make up." 

Its volunteers run one-day courses catering for up to 
13 people. 

Its tutors explain the value of "healthy conflict" and 
nurturing a relationship like a "beautiful plant". 

She said: "The number of people coming on our 
courses has grown enormously, nowadays we are 
always oversubscribed. 

"Marriage changes the dynamic of a relationship, 
one person might relax more and what happens if one 
person is made redundant or becomes ill?" 

Her comments come after Prime Minister David 
Cameron spoke of the importance of helping families 
stay together at the Relationships Alliance Summit. 

He pledged to double the budget for relationship 
counselling to £19.5m and ensure domestic policy 
"would be examined for its impact on the family" 
from October. 

Latest figures, for 2012, show 3,060 of the 8,21 7 
births in Oxfordshire were to women outside marriage 
or civil partnership. 

Of those, 2,21 7 births were registered to parents at 
the same address, 533 to parents at different addresses 
and 310 to single mums. 

In 2013/14, there were 2,300 marriages in 
Oxfordshire, down from 2,481 the year before and 
2,409 in 2011/12.

Volunteers answer defibrillator appeal 


MORE than 20 life-saving 
defibrillators are to be installed 
around the county following an 
ambulance boss's appeal. 

South Central Ambulance 
Service's Dick Tracey had called for 
more volunteer schemes - and 23 
have come forward to install the 
devices. 

The units - which anyone can use 
to shock the heart back to life - are 
seen as crucial for rural areas, 


where ambulances response times 
are longer. 

Use of the defibrillators can save 
crucial minutes for victims of 
cardiac arrest. 

Mr Tracey, the divisional 
responder manager for SCAS, said: 
"The number of enquiries I've had 
has increased three-fold. It's been 
right across the board, from 
individuals to community groups 
that had been formed to raise 


money for defibrillators, to parish 
councils." 

Parish councils, community 
groups and individuals have also 
pledged to raise cash for the £1,800 
devices. 

This will allow the device to be 
placed in a secure box on a wall, 
which people can open by using a 
code given by 999 operators. They 
require no training and give voice 
instructions.

OXFORDSHIRE is set to become a hive of activity as part of 
a bid to increase the number of bees in the county. 

Council officers are looking at what they can do to increase the 
number of bees in Oxfordshire after councillors passed a motion on 
the issue. 

Some of the ideas include encouraging people to have beehives in 
their gardens and to do what they can to support the pollination of 
insects. 


Officers will now work with 
various groups to try to get 
money to create bee-related 
projects and set up an 
Oxfordshire-wide response to 
the dwindling bee population. 

Green county councillor 
David Williams, who proposed 
the motion, said: "There has 
been a 60 per cent decline in 
the number of bees recorded 
from 1968 to 2010 and that 
decline has been quite rapid in 
the last ten years. 

"As bees pollinate 80 per cent 
of our food, that's very 
significant. If we carry on like 
this we will have food shortages 
and the price of food will go 
through the roof. 

"The motion called for a new 
approach from the county 
council and there was cross¬ 
party agreement that we need to 
do something." 

He said that a key part of 
what the county council did was 
encouraging people to take on 
beehives. 

Mr Williams said: "People will 
need advice and they will have 
to be trained but that's where the 
county council can come in. I 
am hoping we can take it 
forward quickly." 

He expected that the financial 
burden of acquiring the beehives 
would probably fall on the 
volunteers but said that the 
county council could help by 
providing advice and making it 
easier for people to take on 
some bees. 

Phil Sharman, vice-chairman 
of Oxfordshire Beekeepers 
Association, said there were

approximately 400 beekeepers 
in the county and plenty of 
scope for more. 

He said: "We most certainly 
welcome the county council's 
support on this. If we want to 
encourage more bees in 
Oxfordshire then more 
beekeepers is probably the right 
idea." 

Mr Sharman said setting up a 
beehive cost in the region of 
£1,000 and the Oxfordshire 
Beekeepers Association could 
put interested people in touch 
with bee sellers. 

Fiona Tavner, of Oxford 
Friends of the Earth, said: "The 
public can help create more 
habitats for bees by planting 
more pollinator-friendly plants in 
their gardens or balconies. 

"Encouraging the growth of 
wildflowers along our highways 
is a good idea." 

Officers at the county council 
will also be working with 
farmers on crop planting to help 
encourage bees. 

A county council spokesman 
said: "There is not specific 
county council funding available 
at present. 

"The decision on how to 
implement the full council 
decision will be taken in due 
course."

Rail fares 
set to rise 
by more 
than 3% 



The cost of travelling by train is set to rise next year 


TRAIN fares across Oxfordshire are set to 
cost passengers more than 20 per cent 
more than five years ago. 

Last week's announcement revealed that fares 
could rise by up to 3.5 per cent early next year, 
meaning an increase of more than £1 60 for a 
season ticket from Oxford to London Paddington. 

The total cost would be £4,835, compared to 
the current £4,671. 

Since 2009, when a season ticket cost £3,892, 
that's an increase of £839, or 21 per cent. 

A monthly ticket from Oxford to London 
currently costs £448.60 but could go up to 
£464.30, an equivalent of more than £5,571.60 
over the year.

Regular commuter Paul Holmes said: "Most of 
the time the trains are delayed anyway or there is 
something wrong with them. 

"Do they really need to increase the price? I 
don't think they do." 

The 27-year-old chef added said: "For those 
who can't afford it, it is going to have a massive 
impact on them with travelling." 

As part of the Government's formula, regulated 
rail fares in England could go up by an average of 
July's measure of inflation, plus one per cent. 

Then the Retail Prices Index was 2.5 per cent 


according to the Office for National Statistics. 

But under a "flex" rule, train companies can 
raise some fares by two per cent above RPI, so 
long as the average stays at one per cent. This 
means some fares could increase by 4.5 per cent. 

Oxfordshire MP Andrew Smith said: "This a 
further cost increase to rail travellers who have 
already been hit hard by fare increases running 
way ahead of salaries. 

"I think action needs to be taken to cap fare 
increases so they can't exceed inflation." 

Richard Gibson, from Chiltern Railways, said: 
"The announcement was the RPI figure on which 
next January's fares changes will be based in line 
with Government policy. Now that we have this 


figure we will begin the process of determining 
any changes to the price of tickets we are 
responsible for. We would expect to be in a 
position to communicate any changes to our 
customers at the end of the year." 

Rail minister Claire Perry said: "We do 
understand people's concerns about the cost of 
travel, that is why for 2014 we reduced average 
fare rises to RPI plus 0 per cent for the first time in 
a decade, saving season ticket holders an average 
of £25 each. 

"Although a decision on fare rises for 2015 
hasn't yet been taken, we are looking closely at 
the cost of travel as part of our ongoing 
commitment to help hard-working people."

Solar energy set 
to power schools 


SEVEN schools across 
Oxfordshire - including two in 
Banbury - are switching on to a 
new kind of energy. 

They are having solar panels 
installed as part of a county-wide 
low carbon project. 

Work at Bloxham’s Warriner 
School was completed this 
month. 

Banbury Academy is also 
benefiting from the scheme. 

The 2014 Low Carbon Hub 
solar schools scheme will see 
nearly 3,000 solar panels installed 
on 17 primary and secondary 
schools across the county. These 
will generate 617MWh per year, 
enough to power 162 homes, 
saving 274 tonnes of C02 
annually. 

The Low Carbon Hub is a social 
enterprise that works to provide 
green energy schemes. 


Earlier this year Oxford City 
Council agreed to loan £2.3m to 
Low Carbon Hub to help it roll out 
the solar panels across 
Oxfordshire. 

The council plans to make its 
money back from a public share 
offer which will be launched at 
the end of September. 

Board member for a cleaner 
greener Oxford, John Tanner, 
said: “Schools are a great place 
to start when saving energy and 
tackling climate change.” 

David Nimmo Smith, 
Oxfordshire County Council 
cabinet member for the 
environment, said: “Renewable 
energy really is very much a thing 
of the present as well as the 
future. I am delighted to see the 
county’s young people, and their 
schools, receiving this kind of 
support.” 


Push for super broadband 


MORE than 9,000 homes and 
businesses in the county are 
connected to superfast broadband, 
according to new Government 
figures. 

The Department for Culture, Media 
and Sport's statistics put Oxfordshire 
fifth out of seven counties in the 
South-east that are taking part in the 
£1.7bn nationwide rollout of high¬ 


speed Internet. It wants to extend the 
number of homes that can get 
superfast speeds of at least 24 
megabits per second through fibre- 
optic cables to 95 per cent. 

The current Oxfordshire figure is 
69.5 per cent and Oxfordshire 
County Council's £25m Better 
Broadband scheme, working with BT, 
aims to reach 90 per cent by 2015. 


Troubled 
families aid 
extended 

TROUBLED toddlers across 
Oxfordshire are set to get more 
help as a Government scheme 
is expanding in the county. 

The troubled family scheme 
will now include the under-5s, 
as well as school-age children, 
and will try to improve people's 
health. 

It is part of a national 
initiative to identify families in 
need of support, hoping to 
tackle problems like crime, 
anti-social behaviour, poor 
school attendance and 
unemployment. 

Oxfordshire County Council 
has already helped 725 
families. Because of its success 
it has now been chosen by the 
Government to expand the 
project. 

The Government will 
provide funding for the council 
to begin working with more 
than 400 new families by the 
end of March next year. 

The council's Melinda Tilley 
said: "This is a great 
opportunity to build on the 
results we have achieved so far. 

"With the sort of tough but 
supportive approach at the 
heart of the thriving families 
project, families will get the 
help they need to turn 
themselves around and make 
lasting changes to their lives."

WHEN the Oxford Worcester & Wolverhampton 
Railway opened in 1853, Chipping Norton found 
itself a few tantalising miles from the steel road 
to Victorian prosperity. 

Two of the town's leading businessmen, mill owner 
William Bliss and brewer William S Hitchman, had 
long been keen to cut the cost of the coal needed to 
fuel their enterprises and had begun lobbying the 
board of the Oxford Worcester & Wolverhampton 
Railway in 1845, even before it had been granted 
powers to build the main line by Parliament. 

To improve their chances of success, in the early 
1850s they enlisted the support of railway 
entrepreneur Samuel Morton Peto, a backer of the 
Oxford Worcester & Wolverhampton Railway, and 
James Houghton Langston MP, owner of Sarsden 
House. 

Their backing helped to secure the passing of a 
Parliamentary bill authorising a branch line of four- 
and-a-half miles to connect the town with the Oxford 
Worcester & Wolverhampton Railway main line at a 
junction station near the village of Kingham. 

Construction began in August 1854 and the first 
trains ran a year later. 

The story of the branch line and the waxing and 
waning of its fortunes over the next 109 years, before 
Dr Beeching''s axe fell, are chronicled in a new book, 
simply titled Chipping Norton Railway, by Alan 
Watkins and Brenda Morris, members of the town's

local history society. Drawing on the collection of 
Chipping Norton Museum, which is run by the society, 
and the accounts of the men who worked the route, 
they paint a portrait of a branch that eventually grew 
to become an artery for long-distance freight and 
passenger trains before, like so many other rural 
railways, it succumbed to competition from the car, 
bus and lorry. 

An excellent selection of photographs recalls a 
vanished world, from the little station that served 
Chipping Norton for so many years, Sarsden Halt, now 
simply a name on road signs, and the livestock yards 
at Kingham station, to the Chipperfield's Circus 
elephants who were once regular "passengers", and 
Wallace the station cat, caught on camera by 
photographer Frank Packer in 1912 with a stoat he had 
caught "trespassing".

D erriere-numbingly long films 
may be all the rage but at a 
lean 89 minutes, Lucy, the 
new action thriller from Luc Besson, 
is all the better for bucking this 
Hollywood trend.

drug, CPH4, which increases the 
user's brain capacity, into her 
stomach. 

And more than that, if the bright 
blue crystals leak, it will kill her. 

But leak it does and Lucy, who is 
sent across the world as a drug 
mule, soon finds her brain working 
on disturbing new levels, signposted 
in the film with frequent updates on 
the percentage of brain capacity 
she's using. 

As well as being hell-bent on 
exacting revenge on the mobsters, 
Lucy also busies herself by tracking 
down the eminent professor Samuel 
Norman (Morgan Freeman) in Paris 
who has spent decades researching 
the brain's potential. 

In a deft twist to Johansson's role 
as a human-like operating system in 
Spike Jonze's Her, Lucy sees the 
actress' voice take on a lifeless 
tone, shedding personality and 
lightness as her brain's potential 
expands.
